\ ROOSEVELT SENDS 


REPORT TO CONGRESS 
ON LABOR MEETING 


WASHINGTON, May 
Presldent 
Roosevelt 
today sent 
congress for its information a re- 
port on the activities of the recent 
conference 
of the 
international 
labor organization In Philadelphia. 
His letter of transmittal said: 
"The twenty-sixth conference of 
the international 
labor organiza- 
tion has just been held at Phila- 
delphia. ' Representatives of tho 
governments, employers and work- 
ers of 41 countries took part in Its 
deliberations. 
"The conference, by a two-third 
majority, 
adopted 
recommenda- 
tions on the following seven sub- 
jects:

DEATH TEXARKANA 
WOMAN PAST WEEK 


TEXARKANA, 
May 
29.—(flV- 
George Johnson, SO-year-old negro, 
today had been charged with mur- 
der In connection with the death of 
Mrs. Minnie May Bo<itwright, 22, 
whose battered body was found two 
miles south of here. 


Johnson last night was held In 
an unannounced jail, said Bowie 
County Sheriff Monroe R Watts, 
who added the woman had been 
clubbed to death and raped as she 
lay dying. 
Branches 
and oak 
leaves covered the body, discovered 
in a shallow ditch. 


Watts said Jack Boatwright re- 
ported to police last night his wife 
had been missing since Wednesday 
night. Boatwright is employed «.t 
the Texarkana mail terminal. 


Officers Ed Cheatham and Har- 
vey Sherrer immediately arrested 
Johnson at his homo here. Watts 
quoted Johnson as admitting the 
slaying. 
The woman's body was 


found shortly thereafter. 


The sheriff reported the negro 
as saying he went to the Boatwright 
home to talk to her about doing 
some yard work; that Mrs. Boat- 
wright asked him if 
he 
knew 


where she might get some black- 
berries and he replied there was 
a blackberry patch three 
miles 


away and that he would take her 
there in his truck. 
Watts said Johnson related that 
he made advances to the victim 
about a quarter of K. mile down 
the highway 
and 
she 
began 


screaming. The sheriff quoted the 
negro as saying he struck Mrs. 
Boatwright in the forehead with a 
club, hit her 
twice 
more 
and 


raped her as she lay dying. 


According to the sheriff, 
the 


negro went to work Thursday for 
a local cemetery association by 
which he was employed and visit- 
ed the scene of the crime on two 
occasions to make certain the body 
had not been discovered.

RUSSIAN SINCERITY 


There still seems to be in 


this country a good deal of 
f,uspicion 
and 
distrust of 


Russia. Even while we real- 
ize the immense benefit we 
gain from the Russian war 
against Germany, we are 
«till likely to hang onto a 
mental reservation, grudg- 
ing credit to 
Russia and 


feeling that we have to 
maintain a sort of mental 
defense against her. 


This attitude is doubtless 


" a survival of the old fears 


we used to

Russia, in the time of the 
Czars and then of the rev- 
olutionai-y 
Bolsheviks. In

But it is foolish to cling to 
them now, when Russia has 
abandoned her once alarm- 
ing "world revolution" and

the world. With peace and 
security, that gifted nation 
might, in a generation, set

example of

I have wanted It since 
Pearl Harbor and I have said to 
in letters to the secretary.

»rU' commission I was told I was 
not on trial. The commission did 
not permit me to bo present at 
the examination of witnesses.

denied my request for counsel. 
For more than two years I was 
kept in the dark as to what went 
on at ttioee hearings. 
"Immediately after the publica- 


tion of the Roberts' report

uncertain way that my retire- 
ment from the service was want- 
ed. 
Accordingly I requested it. 
I did not with to retire. 
For two and a healf years I have 
waited for tho navy department 
to bring mo to trial.

Selective service (SS) has placed 
its finger very firmly on one of the 
most tender spots In 
the 
whole 


problem of re-employing war vete- 
rans. 
Says SS, In Interpreting that sec- 


tion of the 1040 selective training 
and sorvlce act which protects tho 
job rights of returning veterans: 


"A veteran is entitled to rein- 


statement In his former position or 
one of like seniority, status 
and 


pay, 
even though such reinstate- 


ment necessitates the discharge of 
a non-veteran with greater senior- 
ity." 


Settlement of cases like that will 


be painful for workers, bosses and 
unions. Some examples: 


A man over 3R. too old for war 


but tho father of children and for 
years a steady vorker in the plant 
to which a non-married veteran 
returns. 


A man, kept out of military ser- 


vice for physic.')! reasons when ho 
volunteered and when the 
draft 


board called him. He didn't stay 
out of the war because he wanted 
to— 


Women who went Into jobs with 


the understanding they would be 
permanent and built up seniority— 


Hundreds of thousands of 
Ne- 
groes, satisfactorily employed now 
In factories and at jobs where Ne- 
groes never were considered be- 
fore— 


Under that 1040 act veterans are 


entitled to thelv old Jobs back pro- 
vided they ask for It within 
40 


days after th^lr military discharge 
and provided the job they had was 
understood to be a permanent job. 


So hero are some things 
boss 


should remember If he tries to stall 
off a veteran who fits the provisions 
outlined above: 


The veteran Is entitled to back 


pay for the time lost because of the 
boss' delay In re-hlrlng him. 


The U.S. District Attorney, when 


he considers a 
veteran's 
claims 


Just, will fight for him In the U. 8. 
Courts without charge, win or lose. 
But the boss who fights a case will 
have to pay hl« own attorney and, 
If he loses, corrt costs, too. 


Additionally, he will be liable for 
that back pay ftr the veteran be- 
cause of time lost In the court con- 
test. 


Any employer, seeking to show 
that a veteran before going 
Into 


the service had waived re-employ- 
ment rights, im,st be prepared to 
prove it. 


An employer Is not required to 


reinstate a vein an If his circum- 
stances have so changed as to make 
It "unreasonable or impossible to 
do so." But what is "unreasonable 
or impossible'" SS says that must 
be decided by circumstances in each 
case. 


The convenience of an employer, 


SS adds, must be distinguished from 
"Impossible' oe "unreasonable." 
S3 says: 
"The fact that the non-veteran to 


be replaced U receiving less 
pay 


than the employer would be 
re- 


quired to pay the veteran 
should 


not be considtred as a 
condition 
"unreasonable" cr "Impossible".

This capital's automobile

The shortage, the government
